th is "precedent" and not run for re-election in 
19 68. 
Th ere is no such custom and no such prece­ 
dent. 
Anti-Joh nson liberals h av e seized upon Soren­ 
sen’s comment as if h oping Joh nson would pull 
out 
Altogeth er, eigh t v ice presidents—Joh n Ty ier, 
Millard Fillmore. Andrew Jjh nson. Ch ester A. 
Arth ur, Th eodore Roosev elt, Calv in Coolidge, 
Harry Truman and Yy ndon Joh nson—h av e at­ 
tain ed th e Wh tie Hou se th rough presidential 
death . 
Of th ese eigh t, th e first four — Ty ier, Fill- 
more, Andrew Joh nson and Arth ur — were 
nev er elected to th e presidency ev en once. 
Wh en th ey h ad filled out th e terms th ey took 
ov er, th eir presidential serv ice was ended 
So. not one of th ese four ev er h ad th e ch ance 
to decide wh eth er or not to seek a second full 
electiv e term. 
Th at leav es th ree to consider, aside from 
Lyn d on Joh nson. 
Th eodore Roosev elt serv ed 34 y ears of th e 
assassin ated William McKinley s second term , 
th en a full term of h is own. He took h imself 
out of th e 19 08 race in deference to th e "two- 
term tradition" wh ich up to th at time h ad op­ 
erated rath er fuzzily to ch eck all Wh ite House 
occupants, including th ose duly elected to two 
term s as president. 
Roosevelt later rev ersed h is field and, in 
19 12. ran on a th ird party ticket for a th ird 
term. Had h e been th e Republican nominee, h e 
would h av e been elected h andily . His v ote, plus 
Republican Presidnt William Howard Taft's, 
surpassed Woodrow Wilson's total by 1.3 mil­ 
lion . 
Roosev elt ex plained 
at th e time th at h e 
rarunt h is earlier self-deny ing decision merely 
to apply to th e idea of th ree consecutiv e terms. 
Calv in Coolidge took ov er from th e deceased 
W arren Harding in 19 1,. serv ing one y ear and 
sev en month s of Harding’s term. He was th en 
elected in h is own righ t in 19 24 
On Au^. 2. 19 27, with more th an a y ear and 
a h alf of h is full term still to go, h e an­ 
nounced: "I do not ch oose to run for president 
in 19 28.” 
Th e late Arth ur Sch lesinger Sr. wrote th at it 
probab’y will nev er be clear wh eth er Coolidge 
really meant to disq ualify h imself totally for 


fu rth er p resid en tial d u ty. His 
statement did not 
seem to preclude a draft — b u t it nev er came. 
One Intimate 
Wh ite Hou se observ er of th at 
time d escrib ed Coolid ge as d eep ly ch agrined 
wh en th e 19 23 con ven tion ch ose Herbert Hoov er 
as GOP nominee. 
As for Harrv Truman, h e serv ed a!! but two 
month s of Frankim Roosev elt’s fourth term , 
plus h is own after election in 19 48. Tne decision 
h e made in 19 52 not to seek a second full elec­ 
tiv e term was bom in imiq ue circumstances 
nev er likely to be repeated. 
On Feb. 26, 19 51, th e last necessary state h ad 
ratified th e 22nd amendment to th e U.S. Consti­ 
tution, formally limiting elected presidents to 
two terms. 


Truman, being in office, was specifically ex ­ 
empted from th is limitation. But h e cnose. a 
y ear later, to observ e th e spirit of th at law 
No oth er Wh ite House occupant h ad ev er h ad 
to contemplate an actual legal limitation 
Wh at it boils down to, th en is th at only Cool- 
lidge seems to h av e made th e Kind oi sef- 
deny ing ch oice Sorensen suggests h as become a 
"general custom.” And th ere is doubt h ow 
firmly h e meant it to stick. 
President Joh nson today is. th erefore, bound 
by no custom. Nor is h e bound by law 
Th e 22nd amendment specifically states th at 
a v ice president wh o accedes to th e presidency 
during h is predecessor’s term may h av e two 
full electiv e terms unless h e serv ed more th n 
two y ears of th at prior term. Ly ndon JoJh nson 
serv ed one y ear and two month s of Joh n Ken­ 
nedy ’s term.

Issues In 
Dodd Case

If inv estigation of th e finances of Sen Th o­ 
mas Dodd wer« a criminal prosecution, it 
would be wrong to comment on th e ev idence 
until a v erdict h ad been reach ed But th e h ear­ 
ings were h eld by th e Senate’* Select Commit­ 
tee on Standards and Conduct, h eaded by Sen. 
Joh n Stennis (DNflss ). It is not a prosecuting 
agency , and for th at reason comment« are ad- 
missable 
Sen. Stennis in h is long public career h as 
nev er been prominent In th e h eadlines. 
His 
temperament Is 
in keeping with h is earlier 
career as a judge. 
He 
appears 
only 
occasionally 
in 
"Th e 
Congressional Record,” but wh en h e does it is 
because of a speech th at display s nigh intelli­ 
gence and measured restraint. 
A major conclusion one must reach after 
reading th e testimony of Dodd's accusers and 
h is own defense before th e committee and on 
th e Senate floor — and especially after an ex ­ 
amination of th e stipulations of facts agreed 
upon by Sen. Dodd and th e committee — is 
th at Dodd conducted th e affairs of h is office as 
well as h is personal finances with incredible 
carejessness and inefficiency . 
As th e committee will no doubt sav , th e pur­ 
pose of a senatorial inv estigation is not to pass 
judgment upon th e efficiency of senator- 
If 
th at were th e purpase. th ere would be indes­ 
cribable confusion. 
Th e incompetence of Dodd lay in careless 
h andling of finances, bad ch oice of members of 
h is staff and failure to protect h imself against 
th e repreh ensible conduct of some of h is em­ 
ploy es. Wh eth er h e conducted h a affairs with 
efficiency was a m atter for th e judgment of th e 
v oters of h is state in th e ligh t of wh at could 
h av e been rev ealed in h is campaign for re- 
election. 
Major issue for th e committee to decide is 
wh eth er th ere was misrepresentation, coming 
close to fraud, in soliciting contributions, eith er 
directly or th rough th e time-worn meth od of 
testimonial diners. 
I h av e nev er known th at beneficiaries of tes­ 
timonial diners h av e been in th e h abit of us­ 
ing proceeds for personal use. Nor can I under­ 
stand wh y such proceeds wh en used for person­ 
al ourposes are not tax able. 
Certainly , th is is someth ing th e Stennis com­ 
mittee sh ould clear up. It sh ould make clear 
wh at use sh ould be made of such contributions. 
So far as double billing for transportation is 
concerned, Dodd may be Innocent. 
Ev ery one wh o incurs ex penses ch argeable to 
an ex pense account knows such details are th e 
responsibility of secretaries. By th e ev idenct 
adduced, th e people wh om Dodd h ad in h is of­ 
fice were unworth y of bearing such responsibil­ 
ity .

If the total supply is envisaged in terms of a stand­ 
ard 55 gallon barrel, the oceans account for more than 53 gallons— about 97 per cent— 
with other ma|or water sourccs— ice, ground water, atmosphere lakes, soil moisture— 
supplying sharply diminishing portions ot the remainder.
